30th batch is scheduled to arrive 
here by air on June 24. 

All of them came from Ho Chi 
Minh City，formerly known as 
Saigon，and vicinity in South 
Vietnam, There are still over 400 
Chinese in South Vietnam holding 
British passports issued “here 
waiting to come back. Many more 
Wish_ to come but they left here 
long ago and dqo not possess any 
Hong Kong documents， 

A returnee said the exodus of 
Chinese from Vietnam is due to 
the introduction,of new measures 
in which the Vietnamese govern- 
ment wants the Chinese residents 
to divest their wealth to the 
authorities and to remove them to 
Special camps away from the cities 
for strenuous_ manual labor to 
which they are not accustomed.

“The Federal Highway 
ministration develops and 
administers prIograms which 
emphasize training Opportunities 
for ethnic minorities，women, and 
Socially disadvantaged Persons,” 
he said.“The study was ordered 
because it became clear that very 
few Asian Americans Were par- 
ticipating,” 

The study， which was prepared 
by Equivest Associates, found that 
although Asian Americans make 
UP 5.4% of the states popu- 
lation, they make up only 0.7% of 
the total apprentices in highway

The founder of the Chew Kee 
Store was Dr，Fan-chung Yee， 
who was born in Sing Tong

Village near Kuei Shui Stream， 
Toi Shan District， 天 wangtung， 
China, in the 1820's. He came to 
America around 1850 as an herb 
doctor to care for_ the Chinese 
miners in_ the Mother Lode area 
and later for the Chinese laborers 
on the Central Pacific Railroad. 
Then he left the Fiddletown shop 
to be run by a man we know only 
as Chew Kee, and opened up herb 
shops in Virginia City and 
Sacramento,， 

We know that he returned to 


-China temporarily _ before 1860 


because his older son Lun-wo Yee 
was born there at that time，and 
his younger son Cam-wo (or Lok- 
sam) was born about 1865. The 
older son (Dr. 
grandfather) remained in China 
and ran a grocery stoie; but the 
younger Son came to America with 
his father and eventually became 
known as Dr.T. Wah Hing， 

The story behind the name 工 . 
Wah Hing has been handed down 
by members of the Yee family and 
some of the elderly residents of the 
Sacramento area. Apparently ip 
the 1880's the wife of the governor 
of California was quite iafter 
having given birth to a child. 
-None of the physicians in the area 
could cure her, and 让 was feared 
she would die. 


HERB 
The Chinese cook in the gover- 
nors mansion suggested that， 


since all else had failed，they 
might send for an herb doctor he 
knew，who was renowned for his 
cures，When they sent a_carrTiage 
for Dr, Fan-chung Yee， they 
found him at the Wah Hing 
grocery store，having a game of 
cards.， He brought…his herbs， 
Prepared them，and gave them to 
the governors wife. After he left， 
she began to improve，and soon 
the whole town was talking abonut 
curIe， No one 
knew his name,， but they 
reimmembered that he .was at the 
Wah Hing store， They didnt 
know the Chinese surname came 
first, and they mistook 工 . for Yee， 
The nameT..Wah Hing became 
so famous that it was passed on to 
Dr. Fan-chung Yee's younger son， 
and some of the younger sons 
descendants who use the surname 


”Hing (even though they belong to 


the Yee family). Dr. 了 Wah Hing 
(Lok-saim Yee) later added to the 
family reputation by his cures 
during a cholera epidemic in 
Sacramento and by caring for 
many Drominent people， both 
Chinese and non-Chinese (as I 
learned from his granddaughter， 
Mrs，Margaret Lim). He also 
Owned considerable land, and had 
Several streets named after him in 
Sacramento. 
EXCITING 

Dr. Fan-chung Yee returned to 
China again about 1904 and died 
there around 1908. He told his 
older son's children all about the 
exciting times in America，and 
taught them about Chinese herbs. 
Among these grandchildren was 
Way-duck .Yee .or Henry Yee 
(Herbert Yee's father) who was 
brought to the United States in 


1906 by his uncle T. Wah Hing. 


Henry Yee _ studied civil engin- 
eering and returned to China after 
his schooling to _ build highways 
and railroads there，He married
